102 (b) . 

In item 3 on pages 2-3 of the above-mentioned Office action 
claim 15 has been rejected as being anticipated by Kumaki e 
al . (Japanese Patent Application Publication No. 5-77412) 
under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b). 

In item 5 on page 3 of the above-mentioned Office action, 
claims 18-19 and 23-24 have been rejected as being 
unpatentable over Sugiyama et al . and further in view of 
Rudewitz et al . (US Pat. No. 6,142,072) under 35 U.S.C. § 
103 (a) . 

In item 6 on page 4 of the above-mentioned Office action, 
claims 18, 20-21, 23, and 25-26 have been rejected as being 
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unpatentable over Sugiyama et al . in view of Haramia et al . 
(US Pat. No. 3,611,923) under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a). 

In item 7 on pages 4-5 of the above-mentioned Office action, 
claim 2 8 has been rejected as being unpatentable over Sugiyama 
et al. and further in view of Beisel et al . (OS Pat. 
No. 5,479, 858) under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a). 

Claims 15-28 have been cancelled. 

Applicants acknowledge the Examiner's statement in item 8 on 
page 5 of the above-mentioned Office action that claims 1-14 
and 29-71 are allowed. 

In view of the foregoing, an early issuance of a Notice of 
Allowance to claims 1-14 and 29-71 is solicited.
